Working with the GSA, designing with masonry, 
and life-cycle costing — a BSA workshop series 


The BSA’s year-round workshop series continues this 
month and next with these three sessions: 


Elevating GSA Design Standards Through 

the Designer-Selection Process (Thursday, 

June 23, 8:00-10:30 am) — The U.S. General 
Services Administration (GSA) is the largest 
single commissioner of architectural services in 
the U.S. with over 8,900 agency headquarters, 
office buildings, border stations and courthouses 
in its inventory. For over a decade, GSA has 
worked assiduously to raise the quality of the 
nation’s public buildings. The cornerstone 

of the GSA’s success is its Design Excellence 
Program, which standardizes the way in which 
architecture/engineering teams are selected 

and employs a rigorous, peer-based system to 
ensure that the projects developed represent the 
finest contemporary American design. In this 
workshop, Casey Jones comes to Boston from the 
GSA Office of the Chief Architect to review the 
designer-selection criteria used by GSA, explain 
where the agency stands today and describes 
upcoming projects. Opportunities for small and 
large firms are covered as Jones focuses on both 
renovations and new construction opportunities.

Designing with Masonry (Wednesday, July 6, 
8:00-11:00 am) — This two-part workshop 
begins with a description of material specifications, 
design criteria, and installation guidelines for 
brick, concrete masonry units, mortar and other 
masonry materials. Practical examples are used 

as we cover movement joints, flashing, and other 
masonry details. The intent is to explain how 

to design, detail, specify and construct masonry 
buildings. The latter portion of this session 
focuses on masonry options, costs and resources 
with special attention paid to cost comparisons 
of masonry materials including stone (granite, 
limestone, sandstone), manufactured stone, brick 
(waterstruck, oversized units), concrete masonry 
units/cmu (split face, ground face), and glass 
block. The cost/sf for each material, highlights of 
real projects using these materials, and sources of 
technical assistance are described. The workshop 
leaders are Richard Filloramo, area director of 
market development and technical service for 
the International Masonry Institute, and Steve 
Bolognese, regional director of the International 
Masonry Institute in Boston. The registration

Life-Cycle Costing (Monday, July 11, 8:30 am- 
4:30 pm) — This day-long intensive session 
focuses on the ASTM Life-Cycle Costing (LCC) 
Standards and the skills necessary to apply LCC 
methodology to the evaluation and analysis of 
investments and buildings, specifically in the 

field of energy-efficiency and green buildings/ 
sustainability. The choice of economic criteria and 
the selection of present value factors are addressed. 
The calculation of life-cycle costs of alternatives 
based on operating, maintenance, energy, and 
capital costs are described with examples. To 
analyze the results and select the most appropriate 
option, analytic measures are introduced including 
Net Savings (NS), Savings-to-Investment Ratio 
(SIR), Adjusted Internal Rate of Return (AIRR), 
and Discounted Payback (DPB). This day-long 
session includes three mini-workshops designed 
to gain experience in using financial tables and 

in applying the LCC technique to building 
systems’ energy-related problems. Sources of LCC 
data and software are identified along with the 
problems involved in integrating the technique 

in the building design process. Each participant 
receives a set of financial tables (165 pages) 

that incorporates a wide range of interest and 
calculation rates to facilitate problem-solving, a 
copy of the Life Cycle Costing Manuel for the 
Federal Energy Management Program (212 
pages), and a manual containing all the workshop 
slides and workshop problems. This session is 

led by Robert Charette PE., CVS, associate 
adjunct professor at Concordia University in 
Montreal and a member and former secretary of 
the ASTM E06.81 Subcommittee that developed 
building economics standards and past co-chair 
of the Task Group for the UNIFORMAT II 
Standard Classification of Building Elements. The 
registration deadline for this July 11 workshop 
is noon, June 26; registration is limited to 20 
on a first-come/first-served basis.

Soil gas and its [AQ impact 


Architects are designing an increasing number of 
buildings on brownfield sites and other sites at 
which contaminants may be present in the soil. 
Reasons for choosing such sites are varied — clients 
may be interested in environmentally responsible 
development, they may want to earn a point for 
LEED-certified building, or they may simply have 
no other site on which to work. The intrusion of 
contaminated air into buildings on such sites is 
possible if care is not taken before, during and at the 
conclusion of construction. 


On June 20 — in a special gathering in the offices 
of Shepley Bulfinch Richardson and Abbott (40 
Broad Street, adjacent to The Architects Building) 
— the Indoor Air Quality Committee hosts a 
discussion led by Nobis Engineering project manager 
Kerry Robert Tull, P.G., LSP on the history and 
current overview of conditions that lead to indoor 
air quality problems caused by soil and groundwater- 
borne contaminants. We also identify ways in which 
such problems may be prevented. Tull describes 

the process for site closure and assesses how this 

can have an impact on the interior of buildings. 

The importance of monitoring soil gases during 
remediation is emphasized and examples of sampling 
devices are illustrated. The discussion includes case 
studies of successful projects in which indoor air 
quality has been protected in buildings constructed 
on previously contaminated sites.

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“The Stone You Kick Aside” — 
a new exhibit 


Boston geologist/photographer Scott Nagel has in- 
stalled “The Stone You Kick Aside”, an exhibit of 
photographs illustrating rock sample analyses, in 
The Architects Building gallery where it will remain 
through June 10. 


At first glance, Nagel’s large photographs appear 
to be colorful, patterned abstractions...but they are 
actually photographs of rock slices magnified 40 
times and photographed though a microscope. As 
if viewing rock samples from an ant's perspective, 
viewers are treated to surprisingly delightful obser- 
vations of tiny 3.15mm x 2.15mm samples (about 
the size of the lead in a #2 pencil). The brilliant 
colors of the photographs are not artificially en- 
hanced but are as they appear when viewed under 
polarized light. 


Nagel’s work involves examining samples of rock 
in projects all over the world. Wherever he goes, 
he collects rocks, The result, after 30 years of 

field geology, is an extensive collection of rock 
samples. The photographs in this exhibit represent 
a geological journey from Indonesia, Canada, New 
York and to our backyard in Milton.

Prison design boycott 
is promoted by ADPSR 


A renewed effort to draw attention to unnecessary 
or inappropriate prison design is being led by the 
national organization of Architects/Designers/ 
Planners for Social Responsibility (ADPSR). The 
April 22 issue of ArchVoices (www.archivoices.org) 
was devoted to this ADPSR effort, which is repor- 
tedly designed to raise professional and public 


awareness of per-capita incarceration rates in the 
U.S. that are six—ten times higher than in any other 
industrialized democratic nation. 


“First, the boycott is not about absolving criminal 
offenders or minimizing their crimes...[and] is not 
about demonizing those architects who choose to 
work on criminal justice facilities or those who sup- 
port that work,” noted ArchVoices, but is intended 
to raise awareness that “the U.S. already has enough 
prison space...[and the] vast majority of prison 
cells was built or renovated in the last 20 years.” 
ArchVoices’ May 6 issue includes readers’ comments 
on the ADPSR effort.

Local designer wins Rotch

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Boston is sinking? 


The following piece originally appeared in the Boston 
Herald as an op-ed essay titled ‘That sinking feeling 
may permeate hub’ by former Herald columnist Tom 
Keane and is reprinted here with permission. 


It sounds like the opening shot of a Grade B disaster 
flick. The day dawns clear and bright. We hear a low 
rumbling. Suddenly the city of Boston sinks into the 
ground, never to be seen again. 


That scenario, perhaps less apocalyptically played, 
has been on the minds of a few. Much of down- 
town Boston — the South End, Chinatown, South 
Boston, Back Bay, the Fenway and the flats of 
Beacon Hill — is built on timbers driven deep into 
the ground. Some of the timbers are rotting. At any 
moment, they could fail... 


Boston is largely landfill. Wood pilings were a clev- 
er solution to the challenge of building on the soft 
ground. All manner of 19th-century buildings, from 
small brownstones to large structures such as Trinity 
Church, have them as their foundation. As long as 
the wood remains wet there’s no worry; the water 
acts as an effective preservative. 


But the designers back then hadn't anticipated 
things like subways, vast stretches of pavement, the 
Massachusetts Turnpike, leaking sewers and the Big 
Dig, all of which interfere with groundwater levels, 
causing them to rise and fall. When that happens — 
when the timbers alternately dry out and then are 
rewetted — they begin to deteriorate. The concern is 
not merely theoretical. In recent decades, buildings 
throughout Boston have developed severe structural 
problems. Some have collapsed. Right now, residents 
of St. Charles Street in the South End are fearing the 
worst for their homes. 


Yer for all that this sounds like an engineering prob- 
lem, it’s really a political issue. The solutions aren't 
that hard; they aren't even all that expensive. But 

for years, the standard operating procedure was to 
ignore, forget, delay or disclaim responsibility — a 
sad example of the notion that if we can’t see it, then 
it doesn’t really matter. The good news is, all of that 
is finally changing. 


Back when Boston's buildings were built, the think- 
ing was that as long as the Charles River and Boston 
Harbor were around, they would replenish the 
groundwater and there was no real cause for con- 
cern. In fact, from the very first that wasn’t true 
— Beacon Street in the Back Bay, for example, sits 
atop an old dam that continues to this day to ham- 
per underground water flows. As the city developed, 
the interference became more severe. Sewer mains 
would break and groundwater would run into them. 
Subway lines acted as barriers, preventing water 
from flowing. 


Some apprehension over this developed back in 
1929, when major repairs were needed to pre- 

vent the collapse of the Boston Public Library. The 
Depression-era Works Progress Administration dug 
a number of wells that were supposed to be checked 
on a regular basis. But with World War II, attention 
drifted elsewhere and afterward — at least through 
the 1960s — Boston was so economically depressed 
that few really cared. The wells went unmonitored; 
many filled with dirt and became unusable. 


Collapsing buildings caused the issue to be redis- 
covered in the late 1980s. A city ordinance creat- 

ed a quasi-independent entity, the Groundwater 
Trust, and charged it with investigating. However, 
with no city dollars forthcoming and with few tak- 
ing the issue seriously, the trust was largely mori- 
bund. That didn’t change until the mid-1990s, when 
a local architect, Timothy Mitchell AIA, began to 


raise alarms. 


Largely due to his prodding, things today are bet- 
ter. The city provides the trust with a small operat- 
ing budget — enough for it to hire staff. Wells have 
been cleaned and are being monitored. The state 
has provided capital funds that should allow for the 
construction of another 500. Eventually, says Elliott 
Laffer, the trust’s new executive director, around 
1,000 wells will be in place. 


Problems remain. The status of the trust — city 
agency? independent? — is unresolved. Boston's 
Inspectional Services Department has refused to par- 
ticipate in trust meetings, arguing that if it knew 
what was going on, it would have to condemn a 
number of buildings (a perfect illustration of the 
“hear no evil, see no evil” approach of many to the 
issue). And the trust itself has no power. When it 
finds something of concern, it depends upon the 
good will of other agencies to identify causes and 
implement solutions. Yet those agencies — includ- 
ing the city’s environment department, the water 
and sewer commission, the MBTA, the Turnpike, 
Amtrak and the Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority — don't work together well and often 
seem more preoccupied with avoiding lawsuits and 
liability. 
Nevertheless, the trust has made progress. 
Hiring an executive director was a step forward 
and Laffer vows to make sure the issue is no 
longer ignored or forgotten. Wells are now tested 
every two months and the results are posted at 
www. bostongroundwater.org. Check it out. Find a 
well near where you live. If the water level is consis- 
tently at 5 feet or more, you're in good shape. But if 
it’s below that or varies significantly from one read- 
ing to the next? Uh-oh. A disaster movie soon may 
be in your future.

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Dialogue XXIV: 
Is required education really 
education? 


“Dialogue” is the occasional ChapterLetter column that 
seeks to provoke discussion of significant issues. 


As readers of this newsletter know, the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts has recently joined 
the majority of U.S. states in requiring licensed 
architects to earn continuing-education credits in 
order to maintain our licenses. Added to the pre- 
existing requirements that licensed architects avoid 
felony conviction and the deliberate or repeated 
violation of building codes, the burden the state 
puts on us is by no measure onerous. The 12 credit- 
hours that Massachusetts requires annually can be 
completed in one trip to the AIA Convention or in 
a few days at Build Boston or by attending a seminar 
offered by one of the many certified providers...or, at 
no cost at all, by participating in the numerous BSA 
committee and other network gatherings in Boston 
each month. 


Many of us receive self-reported credits for activities 
that are normal parts of our extracurricular lives such 
as reading, research, briefings or some committee 
work. Building product vendors are showing up 

in our conference rooms with AIA Learning Units 
(LUs) as enticements for their presentations. AIA 
members can click through to see updated LU 
transcripts in a matter or seconds. The whole process 
is painless...but is it effective? Now that we have had 
a couple years to get familiar with state-mandated 
continuing education, it’s time to ask: Is it necessary? 
Is it working? Are we being educated? 


In his book The Rise of the Creative Class, Richard 
Florida describes the all-consuming drive for new 
knowledge and training that fuels the personal 
development of “core creative” professionals such 
as scientists, engineers, artists, musicians, writers, 
designers and architects. In a chapter titled “The 
Horizontal Labor Market”, Florida describes the 
typical professional in a high-technology field who 
spends an average of 13.5 hours each week learning 
new skills, most of it self-directed. His point: In 
rapidly-changing creative fields, formal learning 
programs cannot keep pace with requisite skill 
development and each individual has a personal 
responsibility to maintain her own competitive 
advantage. For such people, continuing education 
seems vital for survival. 


But the intense need for learning in high-tech 
fields may be contrasted in architecture by a 
prevailing sense that knowledge comes primarily 
from practical experience. To many practitioners, 
advanced design skill or construction knowledge is 
best obtained through years of “patient search” and 
by apprenticing with those who know. For some 


architects, perhaps, formal continuing education 
is just one more administrative burden for us to 
shoulder. 


Which leads us to this month’s question: Do 
learning opportunities that offer continuing- 
education units provide us with the knowledge 


and skill development we need in our profession... 


or have we found other ways of learning what we 
must learn?

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Dorf is back 


Norman Dorf, the nationally renowned expert 

on preparation for the ARE Graphics Divisions, 
returned to the BSA last month to lead an eight- 
hour three-part review of all three Graphic Divisions 
of the ARE. Over 40 young professionals learned 
problem-solving exercises and reviewed a variety of 
recommendations, fatal errors to avoid, and time- 
saving techniques...all in the hope of passing this 
notoriously difficult section of the examination. 


Thanks in part to generous sponsors, the BSA is 
able to provide this series of Dorf seminars to BSA 
members and nonmembers at a significantly reduced 
cost. The session last month and the next one in 
September sold out almost immediately, clearly a 
reflection of the need for this kind of service to 
young professionals. 


We are scheduling additional Dorf seminars and 
wish to continue offering scholarships to young 
designers to attend these programs. To support 
these programs, the BSA has established the Young 
Designers Professional Development Fund described 
in the following story. 


Young designers fund created 


The economic challenges faced by every young 
designer are challenges the BSA is attempting 

to meet in a variety of ways. This year the BSA 
established the Young Designers Professional 
Development Fund as a means of underwriting 
major portions of the costs of professional- 
development opportunities for young designers. 
Critical professional-development opportunities are 
made affordable for young designers through BSA 
scholarships and other forms of underwriting. As 
most readers may be aware, the BSA annually offers 
500 full-tuition scholarships to young professionals 
wishing to take workshops at Build Boston and, 
beginning last month, at our now annual Residential 
Design Convention and Tradeshow. 


Currently the Young Designers Professional 
Development Fund also helps underwrite the 

costs of mentoring connections, a new ARE study 
group, IDP support, career networking events, a 
special electronic newsletter created by the BSA 
specifically for young designers, site visits to unique 
architectural projects, visits to architectural product 
manufacturers and distributors, and a good deal 
more including programs such as the ARE training 
session described in the story directly above. 


The success of these programs over the past few 
years has radically increased the demand. It is 

our hope that architecture firms throughout the 
region and our building industry allies will help 


perpetuate this fund with your own contributions 
or through sponsorships of specific programs for 
young professionals. The fund is designed to aid 
young designers and other young building industry 
professionals whether or not they are members of 
the BSA.

Wentworth’s co-op program 
aids design firms 


Boston-area architecture firms are currently 
benefiting from an enriched co-op program that 
places architecture students in design firms in need 
of specific technical skills students can bring to the 
office. 


Rachel Levine, the new architecture co-op 
coordinator at Wentworth, works closely with the 
school’s architecture department faculty and with 
design firms to find the best fit for Wentworth 
students who are required to participate in two full- 
time 12-week work programs. Levine identifies 
one or more student candidates based on the “skill 
profile” provided by the design firm. Faculty 
members assist in the placement by identifying 
particular talents of individual students and, if 
desired, faculty members talk directly with design 
firms to help ensure the right ‘fit’. 


“At co-op schools such as Wentworth,” notes 


Wentworth faculty member Charlie Cimino AIA, 


“students are expected to be engaged in the daily 


work of a design firm's practice while applying their 
technical skills to the completion of firm-identified 
priorities.” Cimino notes that students working in 


more conventional internships may be less focused, 
seeking ‘exposure to the real world’ rather than 
engaged in real work needed by a design firm.

Fees — it's about value 
not cost 


Guide to Value-Based Pricing for A/E Firms is the 
latest entry in PSMJ president Frank Stasiowski 
FAIA’s long-term effort to convince design firms to 
base fees on the value of the services offered not the 
cost of those services. 


Stasiowski’s argument is summarized in the lead 
article in a recent issue of Principal’s Report, the 
national practice newsletter published by PSMJ. The 
article summarizes Stasiowski’s focus on six pricing 
methods (cost pricing, parity pricing, sociopolitical 
pricing, strategic pricing, negotiated pricing and 
value pricing), creating value (through single 


‘miniscoping’, making possible life-cycle gains, etc.) 


and other suggestions including three approaches to 
value-pricing (judgemental value pricing, component 
value pricing, and incentive value-pricing).

DSB's new application form 
effective now 


Section 5 of Chapter 193 of the Acts of 2004 
entitled “An Act Further Regulating Public 
Construction in the Commonwealth” amended 
M.G.L. Chapter 7 Section 38K and mandates 
that the Designer Selection Board (DSB) issue a 
new application form for use by all municipalities 
and all other public agencies not within the DSB’s 
jurisdiction in the selection of designers for public 
construction projects in the Commonwealth. 


In compliance with this requirement, the DSB 

has developed a new application form to be used 
now (the effective date was Monday, April 18, 
2005). This form is available on the Division of 
Capital Asset Management website at www. mass. 
govicam/DSBIfi_dselectboard_ct.html. The form is 
titled “Standard Designer Application Form for 
Municipalities and Public Agencies not within DSB 
Jurisdiction 2005”. This is the only form to be 
used when applying for work with municipalities 
and other agencies not within DSB’s jurisdiction 
including the Massachusetts Convention Center 
Authority, the Massachusetts Technology Park 
Corp., Massport, the Department of Housing 

and Community Development, and the Woods 
Hole, Martha's Vineyard and Nantucket Steamship 
Authority.
